for the position. Only the for- 
mal toss of Zoliar's hat in the 
ring appeared to be lacking. 


The new Fourth district 


boundaries, as decreed Friday 
by Federal District Judge 
Damon Keith of Detroit, will 
take in all of Berrien, Van 
Buren, Cass, Branch, Hillsdale 
and Lenawee counties; all of 
St. Joseph county but Leonidas 
township; and a small part of 
southern Calhoun county. 


Allegan county, home base 


for Hutchinson, was shifted into 
a new Ninth district 
that 


stretches nearly 250 miles to 
the north covering 10 counties 
along 
the west coast of 


Michigan. In the Ninth district, 
Hutchinson would be paired 
against Congressman 
Guy 


VanderJagt of Cadillac. 


In exchange for Allegan 


county, the new Fourth district 


geography 
was 
extended 


eastward to take in Lenawee 
county, to within about 20 miles 
of Lake Erie. 


Obviously 
prepared 
for 


Allegan county being shifted to 
another district, Congressman 
Hutchinson announced 
his 


establishment 
of 
legal 


residence in St. Joseph within 
an hour after Judge 
Keith 


handed down his ruling in 
Detroit. 


"I will place my nominating 


petitions into circulation just as 
soon as they can be printed," 
the Fennville Republican said 
from Washington. 


Move To Cut Welfare Cheats 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate Finance Committee has 
adopted new provisions in the 
Social Security-welfare reform 
bill in hopes of cutting down on 
welfare chiseling. 


One provision would elimi- 


nate a regulation of the Depart- 


ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare that permits a welfare 
applicant to get on the rolk 
simply by filing a declaration 
of need. Another would require 
that all welfare cases be in- 
vestigated thoroughly for eligi- 
bility every two years.

- At least 13 persons were re- 


ported killed and 16 injured 
early today in the flaming 
wreckage of a Greyhound bus 
and a tractor-trailer rig, which 
collided near this 
one-time 


stage coach station in Upper 
East Tennessee. 


State Trooper Harold Buck 


said it appeared four or five 
babies were among the passen- 
gers on the bus, headed for 
Kingsport on U.S. 11-W. The 
bus has shattered, split in two, 
and the truck caught fire. 


Lt. Dewey Bales of the Ten- 


nessee Highway Patrol said, 
"The tractor trailer was loaded 
with tarpaper, which caught on 
fire soon after the collision. 


The 5 a.m. wreck occurred in 


front of the home of Jesse Cof- 
fee, 27, just as he was rising for 
the day. 


"We heard what sounded like 


an explosion," he said. "Then 
everything was quiet, and all 
we heard was a baby crying." 


He said he and his wife ran 


outside to find a baby, about 4 
' months old, lying between two 
adults he said were dead. The 
baby appeared unhurt, he said, 
and the Coffees kept the infant 
until rescue units arrived.

have warned the state's water death toll will pick up with 
belter weather for boating and swimming. 


Police noted that 225deaths among the 269 recorded last 


year occurred during the May-September period. The 


same period accounted for 212 of the 257 injuries during 
the year. 


During the first four months of the year, police said, 


only 13 water deaths were recorded. 


Police urged cooperation with safety training programs 


in an attempt to cut the annual death rate.

Rich But Ragged 


Although the American dollar is not the 


cherished currency it once was in the 
world market, the U.S. is looked upon as 
the most affluent among the nations. 


Its living standard is the highest to be 


found anywhere and in all history. 


Its GNP (gross national product), the 


cost of goods and services furnished in a 
year, equals the total of that supplied but 
not less than any two other countries. 


Nobody, to our knowledge, has 


calculated Us net value, but in all liklihood 
this exceeds any other hunk of real estate 
under a different flag. 


Comparatively, however, this net 


value does not measure up per- 
centagewise to several nations. Basically 
this is the reason why the American going 
abroad finds he must shell out more 
dollars than a year ago. 
: 


Weighed in that scale, a small outfit like

Learned gentry of the academic 


community, whose crystal ball is firmly 
anchored on a scientific base, frequently 
take an optimistic view of the future. 


Such a view invariably includes the 


prediction that in 25 years or so man will 
have gained an inexhaustible source of 
energy by fully developing nuclear power, 
and a limitless food supply by learning to 
"farm" the sea. 


Other wonders of 2000, give or take a 


few years, as seen by these Pollyannas" 
usually include all or most of this list: 


Anti-cancer vaccines, home computers 


that translate foreign languages, elec- 
tronic devices to bring great libraries into 
every living room, a toothpaste tube that 
can only be squeezed at the right end, and 
nuclear rocket passenger service to other 
planets. 


Less awesome but equally thought 


provoking is the prediction of these seers 
of how people will dress in the world of 
tomorrow. This shows amazing lack of 
originality. It never varies but always 
envisions clothing made of material so 
inexpensive that it can be thrown away 
after a few wearings. 


This, presumably, will mean the end of 


the washing machine and ironing board, 
another step forward in the emanicipa- 
tion of women. 


A good thing, too. They'll need all the 


spare time they can find to dream up 
ways of making seaweed palatable.

One fact of corporate life is that a man's 


advancement often depends on how ad- 
vanced his wife is in creating the climate 
in which he can shine in her reflected 
glory. 


In the Foreign Service some wives now 


are apparently liberated, according to a 
recent 
State 
Department 
order 


eliminating an unwritten fringe benefit 
accruing to wives of senior officers. Some 
of 
these, 
it 
seems, 
exercised 
the 


prerogatives of their husbands' rank by 
imposing on young wives in overseas 
diplomatic posts. 


If the younger women were concerned 


about the advancement of their junior 
officer husbands they might find them- 
selves doing an older woman's laundry, 
preparing sandwiches for her embassy 
receptions and otherwise responding to 
whims entrenched by tradition. 


According to 
new guidelines, older 


women in point of service will now have to 
fend for themselves. Hereafter, young 
Foreign Service wives are to be regarded 
as private individuals not subject to 
chattel mortgage. 


The ruling reveals what had been an 


unsuspected inequity, but really suggests 
that Foreign Service officers will continue 
to rise and shine as much on their wives' 
performances as on their own. 
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Switzerland shows up much better than 
the U.S. 


Taking as one definition of net value 


being total value less indebtedness, the 
federal government is impressive only for 
what it owes. 


Its public debt at the end of April stood 


at $425.3 billion. 


It is owed to a mixed bag of creditors. 
The general public holds about $55 


billion of it in the form of Savings Bonds. 
Banks have another $62 in Treasury notes. 
Foreign central banks hold nearly $49 
billion. Insurance companies, savings and 
loan institutions, the better heeled 
charitable organizations, private in- 
vestors, trust accounts and private cor- 
porations have $84 billion in their tills. 
Government agencies themselves control 
$175 billion or over 40 per cent of the total. 


Washington 
is 
nearing 
another 


operating year several billion in the hole 
and starts another on July 1st estimated 
at $25.5 billion for fiscal 1972-73. This can 
be upped another billion if Nixon can get a 
jittery Congress to appropriate more for 
the escalated effort in Viet Nam. 


Editorial Research, a Washington 


reporting service, likens this situation to a 
man who makes $22,000 a year. His ac- 
countant tells him he will have to borrow 
$2,600 beyond his salary to buy everything 
he wants in that 12-month span. He is 
already paying $2,000 a year interest on 
an accumulated debt of $42,500. 


It would require searching for an ex- 


tremely friendly, family banker to locate 
his financing. 


Yet, multiplied by 10 million times, this 


is exactly what Uncle Sam is doing. 


When the Treasury does retire $700 


million in bonds on Monday, that's like 
our $22,000 a year executive paying $70 on 
his $42,500 bill. 


This play now, pay later gambit started 


39 years ago when the New Deal came to 
town. 


FDR remarked in his 1932 campaign 


that deficits may be all right for brief 
periods but added, "You and I know a 
continuation of that habit means the 
poorhouse." 


FDR conveniently forgot that truism 


and except for one year in Ike's tenure, 
none of his successors have recalled it. 


The Washington Monthly recently 


published a spoof entitled The MacLeish 
Memorandum. It has Nixon and his top 
advisors wiping out the debt but "skillful 
administrative leadership." 


Savings bonds would be retired "over a 


long period of program phased out." The 
inter-agency debt would simply be can- 
celled out. Debts to foreigners would be 
voided "by closing the foreign series 
security exchange operation just as the 
President closed the gold window last 
year." 


The magazine's dubbed in bureaucratic 


language projected such an air of 
probability that many readers took the 
Memorandum to be the real thing. 


It is quite an idea, but as Editorial 


Research said of it, "Not likely to happen. 
Without a national debt the government 
would be forced forever to live within its 
means. And it has hardly even been able 
to do that." 
Also Rans 


Ever hear of Charles Pinckney, Rufus 


King, William Wirt, Neal Dow, James G. 
Birney or Gerrit Smith? Except for the 
fickleness, or wisdom, of the voters, 
history could have been very different. 


For these are some of the men who ran 


for the Presidency, and didn't make it. 


There are many others whose names 


could be added to the list, and a few more 
will join them after the current campaign. 
Some losers went on to gain high office 
after their defeat and others achieved a 
degree of fame in other fields. 


Many of them, like those mentioned, 


have received little attention in chronicles 
of the past. 


Many others, no doubt, have similar 


ambitions but never make it even to the 
also-ran status in the presidential 
sweepstakes. The odds against making 
the race have increased in recent years 
unless the prospective candidate com- 
mands a sizable fortune. 


For every successful Presidential 


candidate, there is at least one who might 
have been, except for the voters.

speeches back to back to take 
care of overflow crowds. 


Not since Florida has he had 


his rivals so jittery. Here we 
are 
in 
Michigan, 
where 


Democratic party politics is 
supposedly progressive, issue- 
oriented, influenced heavily by 
powerful United Auto Workers' 
leaders and others in labor. But 
Sens. Hubert Humphrey and 
George McGovern treat the 
place as if it were a giant 
suburb of Tallahassee. 


Even 
in a year 
when 


predictions are so hazardous, 
forecasts of a Wallace victory 
in Michigan are easy to come 
by. You can, of course, find 
somecagey appraisers who say 
he'll be caught and passed, 
most likely by Humphrey. 


Wallace himself, taken lately 


to offering reporters 
finely 


tuned analyses, suggests he 
might drop a litlle here by 
voting time. 


You'd never guess he felt that 


if you watched him perform, as 
I did again Ihe other evening in 
Flint. He was more fired up 
than in Florida, where he knew 
ha was going to win big. 


His partisans, packing the 


floor and four tiers of balconies 
in Flint's auditorium, cheered 
lustily as he announced his 
Tennessee primary victory. 
They'd been revved up by the 
Rev. 
George 
Mangum, 


Wallace's chesty master of 


ceremonies, who told them 
•they were going to be on live 
television. 


On stage in the supporting 


cast for the evening were a 
released prisoner of war from 
Vietnam, John Sexton, and 
one Caleb Smallwood, who 
carried a little cardboard box 
filled with the names of 4,70(1 
Wallace backers. 


Wearing a large white and 


red paper flower on his lapel, 
Wallace told his fans he was 
going to Ihe Democratic con- 
vention at Miami Beach with 
"more delegates than meet the 
eye." 


The fact is that halfway 


through the 23 primaries plenty 
meets the eye. 


His speech was his usual 


flamboyant 
blast 
against 


Democratic party candidates 
and spokesmen who he says 
have "kowtowed to exotic 
noisemakers and elitists and 
ignored the average citizen." 


Flint's average citizens rose 


happily from their red plush 
chairs as he told them: 


"You are the ones. You are 


the 
kings and queens of 


American politics today. The 
average 
man 
has 
more 


political clout than ever before. 
Because of these 1972 primary 
results." 


The governor, mindful of 


studies a while back that show 
many Michigan voters moved 
almost to hysteria in opposition 
to school busing for racial 
balance, thundered the ob- 
vious: lie has got more issue 
stands to their liking than any 
of his primary rivals. 


Of them he said: "They're 


loo busy taxing the average 
man to death and giving the 
money to a bunch of welfare, 
loafers and Hottentots (foreign 
aid)." 


Wallace In There 


With Best Of '£m 


One of the peculiar things 


about the current Presidential 
primary campaign remains the 
universal 
and 
indeed 


unquestioned agreement that 
Gov. George Wallace is not a 
"serious" or "credible" or 
"viable" candidate for the 
Democratic nomination. 


I am 
not advocating a 


Wallace nomination, let alone a 
Wallace Presidency, and yet, 
simply on the face of it, the 
current agreement 
that he 


could not possibly be the 
Democratic nominee is an odd 
one, even if true. For it is also 
true that his performance in 
the primaries so far has been 
virtually as impressive as that 
of the accepted or "legitimate" 
candidates. 


Wallace won as convincingly 


Mn Florida as McGovern did in 
Massachusetts, and as con- 
vincingly in Tennessee as 
McGovern did in Wisconsin.

"Well, we've run out of time. Thank you for pouring four 
heart out and telling us your very touching story—and 


now a message about dog food . . ." 


Wallace was impressive in 
Pennsylvania, where Hum- 
phrey won, and he also did well 
in Ohio. He ran very well in 
Indiana. In Wisconsin, Wallace 
spent $366 and still came in 
ahead of Ihe "real" candidate, 
Muskie, who spent $473,000. 


And yet, despite all this, not 


one of the national polls, so far 
as 1 know, has tested Wallace in 
a race against Nixon as the 
regular Democratic nominee. 
Gallup, Harris and the others 
have 
tested 
Muskie, 


McGovern, 
Humphrey and 


Kennedy — who denies that he 
is even a candidate — and they 
have even tested Lindsay, but 
not Wallace. 


Perhaps the managers of the 


national polls, either con- 
sciously 
or 
merely 
in- 


stinctively, do not desire to 
confer upon George Wallace 
the sort of legitimacy that 
inclusion in a national poll 
would suggest. In effect, such 
inclusion would be thinking the 
unthinkable. 
Perhaps 
the 


national polls fear that Wallace 
might even do rather well if the 
voters were allowed to perceive 
him, even speculativcly, as [he 
regular Democratic nominee. 


Now it is usually said that no 


candidate with Wallace's racist 
background could do well in a 
Presidential election, and it is 
true thai Wallace at one point 
vowed 
to 
maintain 


'segregation forever." 


On the other hand, men do 


change, and everyone agrees 
that Wallace has now greatly 
broadened his appeal. His 
stress on things like taxation, 
busing, 
and 
"remote 


bureaucracy 
has 
had 
a 


powerful effect on the cam- 
paigns of his Democratic 
rivals. Who can be so sure that 
Wallace, a horn .politician., if 
there ever was one, has hoi 
outgrown his provincialism and 
racism?

It was only because of a 


compromise
